government report blaming Chi- 
cago police for the bloodshed 
that marred the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention was welcomed 
today by people who were on 
both sides of the epic August 
street battles. 


One somewhat unusual reac- 


tion came, however, from the 
Government 
Printing 
Office 


which refused to reproduce it 
without deletion of an obscene 
four-letter word that appears 82 
times. 


"Over-all It is an excellent 


study," said Chicago 
Mayor 


Richard J. Daley, who commis- 
sioned his own national televi- 
sion report shortly after the con- 
vention to defend his city and its 
policemen. 


One "of the leaders of the anti- 


war protestors—whom the re- 
port says were the victims of 
mindless, unrestrained and in- 
discriminate police violence- 
said it had "some gratifying as- 
pects." 


Chicago Mayor Richard J. 


Daley, who commissioned his 
own television documentary to 
defend his police and his city, 
said Sunday of the new report 
"over-all It is an excellent 
study." 


Daley said the bulk of the Chi- 


cago police force reacted with 
responsibility during the five 
August nights of disorder in 
darkened parks and downtown 
streets. He said some policemen 
have been suspended for their 
part in tbe violence and still oth- 
ers face dismissal. 


A special task force compiled 


the report—an almost blow-by- 
blow account of the ferocity,of 
the battles and tbe fever of the 
protests -ftjr the ,,Prf«ideiit?fi - 
commission on violence, which 
made it public without com- 
ment. 


The White House was silent 


on its reaction to the report. 


The task force said some po- 


lice struck down innocent by- 
standers and peaceful protes- 
tors as well as taunting antiwar 
antagonists. 


"To be sure, demonstrators 


threw things at policemen and 
at police cars," the report said, 
"but tbe weight of violence was 
overwhelming on the side of tbe 
police." 


More than 10,000 demonstra- 


tors—actually outnumbered by 
the police force and National 
Guardsmen—converged on Chi- 
cago for the week of wild dem- 
onstrations that erupted, ironi- 
cally, out of a protest for peace. 


The report said the demon- 


strators showered police with 
obscenity, with beer cans, with 
chunks of concrete and ping 
pong balls studded with nails, 
die policeman was offered a 
sandwich filled with excrement, 
others were targets for sacks of 
human waste, the report said.

North Vietnam has claimed

U.S. headquarters also report-

Cases Void 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court today 
declared unconstitutional a 1967 
act 
which required Circuit 


Courts to dispose of workmen's 
compensation cases within 60 
days after the filing of the 
Workmen's Compensation Com- 
mission hearing record. 


The law, Act 501, provided 


that in cases where a Circuit 
Court failed to act within the 
60-day period, the holding of 
the state Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Commission was automat- 
ically upheld. 


In a 5-2 decision, with Jus- 


tices George Rose Smith and 
John A. Fogleman dissenting, 
the court held that the legisla- 
ture cannot involve itself In the 
judiciary functions once a case 
has been lodged in the courts.

draw judicial jurisdiction con- 
ferred by legislative court and 
there is no question that the 
legislature 
may amend the 


compensation law in any man-

white cape in leather-look 
vinyl to wear over slacks or 
skirts, to school or to the 
soda shop, - in fair weather 
and foul. Vinyl and simflar 


usually backed wttfi a'wpven 
cotton, and are easy to sew 
following t h e s e hints from 
the Pfaff Sewing Machine 
people : 


Pick a pattern with an 
easy cut, m i n i m u m of 
seams. A good choice is 
this cape, with only four 
major pieces. 
Keep fabric 


rolled till you are ready to 
sew, to prevent creases. 


Remember that pins make 


permanent holes in leather- 
look materials, so pin only in 
seam allowances, or .use 
transparent tape. It's easier 
to sew on the wrong side. If 
you must sew on the right 
side, place a strip of tissue 
paper between fabric and 
presser foot to prevent stick- 
ing. 


Although you may use a 


leather 
n e e d l e , 
a new 


machine needle will do as 
well. Test-stitch a swatch 
before starting to stitch the 
cape. Make sure pressure, 
tensions and stitch length are 
correctly adjusted. 


A cape such as this one 


may be lined in fake fur for 
extra cold-weather warmth, 
or it may be lined in a gay 
cotton. Remember to make 
separate hems in lining and 
vinyl. Vinyl may be turned 
up and glued with rubber 
cement rather than stitched. 


The button loops are made 


of cord-filled b r a i d and 
matching braid edges the 
armholes. 


Naturally, a cape such as 


this one may be kept clean 
by simply wiping it occasion- 
ally with a damp sponge. It 
may be worn in the rain 
since it is completely water- 
proof.

The number and size of 


rings formed on tree trunks 
are an accurate index to a 
tree's age and an area's 
c l i m a t e , T h e W o r l d 
Almanac says. In wet years 
the growth ring is wide and 
in dry years it is narrow. 
Thus an aged tree can re- 
veal to a dendrochronolog- 
ist, one who dates objects 
or events by reference to 
tree rings, both the age of a 
tree and climatic patterns.

These give 
a closer approximation to a 
child's age than his height.

Many 
c h i l d r e n whose rate of 
growth is slow at first shoot 
up during jidoteggence and 
surpass"'some""who at'age 5 
were much taller.

These should 
be checked by your doctor.
